Appointment of Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, 
USA, as chief of staff of the Army, with 
the rank of general, was announced 
October 2 by President Roosevelt in San 
Diego, Calif. 

While the

had been expected by the service, it 
was not thought that the appointment 
would be made until December when

Mobilization Lag Cited 
as Defense Weakness 


High praise for the work of the ofti- 
cers engaged in the Command Post Ex- 
ercises of the Fourth Army was given 
by Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone, command- 
ing General of the Fourth Army, in the 
critique held September 28 at Fort 
Lewis, Wash. 

In his address ut the critique General 
Malone pointed out that “our greatest 
military weakness is the mobilization 
lag.” “We must have,” he declared, a 
National Selective Service Act, enacted 
by Congress in time of peace, but opera 
tive only on the declaration of war, 
which will enable us to perfect all the 
machinery of administration whereby in 
the shortest possible period of time the 
ranks of the National Army will be 
filled with the man power necessary to 
carry our flag to victory on the field of 
battle.” 

General Malone guve high tribute to 
the progress made in motorization and 
mechanization, but pointed out that it 
is merely a stage of progress and not the 
ultimate and that we must anticipate 
further use of modern equipment. 

Addresses were made at the critique 
by Brig. Gen. John HL. Hughes, assistant 
chief of staff; Lt. Col. Sanderford Jar- 
man, GSC; Col. George B, Hunter, G-4, 
Fourth Army; Brig. Gen. Henry UH. 
Arnold, commanding the 3rd Air Divi 
sion; Col. Roy C. Kirkland, chief Air 
Umpire; Col. C. L. Sampson, GSC, 
Assistant chief of staff, G-3, Fourth 
Army; Col. Raymond 8. Pratt, Chief of 
Staff, Fourth Army; Maj. Richard K. 
Sutherland, GSC, G-3 Division, War De 
partment General Staff; Lt. Col, James 
L. Frink, QMC, Office of the Quarter- 
nster General: Uf (ol. Thomas A 
Terry, GSC, G-4, War Department Gen 
eral Staff; Maj.

General Malone, in his address at the 
critique, said: 

“The Fourth Army CPX is reaching 
its close. ‘Maroon,’ the enemy, has been 
shaken on the Northern Front, has been 


held on the left of the Western Front, 
while on the right the Seventh Corps 
has pushed forward to conclusive vic- 
tory, bringing the main enemy base 


under the fire of our artillery. All units 
of the Fourth Army had attack missions. 
Complete success on each front, in every 
zone of action was not to be expected; 
but the prescribing of universally aggres 
sive missions was essential to success on 
the decisive front at the essential 
moment. We won by applying the age 
old receipt for victory: Persist in your 
attack against weakness; doggedly ad- 
here to your mission; where time is 
vital, as in this case, do not hold out 
material reserves—put in all you have 
in a blasting attack; victory justifies 
any risk. 

“Our enemy in this case came from 
overseas. His first need was bases, 
which in turn could only be protected by

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Press of Nation Praises Selection of General MacArthur As Philippine Adviser 


Without exception, the press of the country highly praises the selection of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as military adviser to the new Philippine Commonwealth, 
Stating that admittedly he is the best man who could be secured to organize 
a defense system for the islands, many editors see him occupying a position in the 
commonwealth government of still more importance, predicting that he will have 
an important role in shaping all of its policies. 


“Selection of Gen. Douglas MacArthur to organize the military defenses of the 
new Philippine Commonwealth may well be in recognition of the importance to 
American interests of the military security of the islands after our flag leaves,” 
comments the San Francisco Chronicle, 

“General MacArthur is said to believe in that importance. Aside from that, 
a better man could hardly be found for the job. He has had a long military 
experience there as a second lieutenant just out of West Point, and he wound 
up his island training as commander of the department. He knows the Islands, 
he knows their people, and he knows the job of military organization, as he has 
proved by his outstanding work as chief of staff.” 


“In the selection of General MacArthur, President Roosevelt has chosen wisely,” 
states the Tacoma, Wash. Ledger. “Though the youngest general in the American 
army, General MacArthur has had wide experience—in Vera Cruz, the World War 
and a long tour of duty as chief of staff. The Philippine assignment returns him to 
the place where he began his army service as a young lieutenant just out of 
West Point shortly after the turn of the century.” 


“It is an admirable appointment,” says the Providence, R. I. Journal,” * * * 
The close acquaintance General MacArthur thus has with the general military 


problem of the islands, as well as his broad knowledge of the Far Eastern military | 


situation gathered through duty in Japan and elsewhere in the Orient, makes his 
selection as military adviser to the Filipinos especially apt. 

“His distinctive World War record, his superintendency of West Point, and 
other marks of achievement and ability throughout a long military career may 
be taken as full assurance that the Filipinos will have a strong foundation 
laid for their new military system. And that, considering our past, present and 
probable future relations with the islands, is of vital consequence to the United 
States as well as to the Philippines.” 


“There is no question among American army men that no better choice is 
possible than has been made,” the Reno, Nevada, Gazette says. “Ile is not only a 
soldier of note but also has a reputation as a diplomatist, and he knows the 
Philippines. 

“It does not appear that the task before him is a difficult one. The British 
in India have successfully organized a powerful army among natives of as diverse 
languages and customs as those of the Philippines. Much can be learned from 
their methods. In Africa the change of untrained, untaught natives in a few 
years into well drilled fighters has been an accomplishment of the French. In 
Haiti and Nicaragua, American instructors have turned an undisciplined rabble 
into a small, well organized force.” 





Men of General MacArthur’s stamp are good for more than rocking chairs at 
i," say the Jersey City Journal, ‘This is a job worthy of one of his ability, and 
one to which he will doubtless do as much credit as he has done to his own country 
in the past.” 





“By appointment of President Roosevelt, the new Philippine Commonwealt) 
will have as its first ‘adviser on national defense’ one of the most distinguishe 
of American generals in active service,” comments the New Orleans Témes-Picayuny 
“They could have no better leader and adviser in that work, we dare say, than th 
American chief of staff who so readily and cheerfully has accepted the assignmey 
to outpost duty.” 

“Selection of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, retiring chief of staff of the Unite 
States Army, for the difficult task of building the native army which is to defey 
the new independent Philippine nation, will take to that commonwealth one of th 
ablest of American military leaders,” the Lewiston, Idaho, 7ribune states. “* *+ 
He has won his spurs as chief of staff at a critical moment in national defeng. 
Under his direction has proceeded the reorganization of the regular establishment 
reserve and national guard. To his personality and informed ability as much 4 
to any other factor is due congressional support for the heavy expenditures neces 
sary to make the changes. The nation has in the retiring chief of staff the highey 
type of soldier executive.” 





“More than once General MacArthur has demonstrated ability as an executive y 
well as a soldier, and it is expected that he will have much to do, in an advisory 
capacity, with insular affairs outside the military field,” the Springfield, Ij, 
Journal says. 

“Americans who are dubious regarding the future of the Philippines unde 
the present arrangement are reassured by the MacArthur assignment, regardles 
of what may be its exact nature. They are looking forward to a time when th 
Philippines will ask that they be made a part of the United States, Gene 
MacArthur is trusted as a representative of this government who will do nothiy 
to discourage the idea.” 





“President Roosevelt’s detailing him to this unusual responsibility is quite a 
significant as the desire of the Philippine government to have him,” declares the 
Norfolk Virginia-Pilot. “When the United States sends to the islands its highes 
military commander, and presumably its most intelligent military. mind, it is 
evident that the United States is determined that the new government will haw 
the best military force that can be organized.” 





“No man can organize such an army more quickly or more soundly than ca 
General MacArthur,” the Richmond, Va. News-Leader states. “But he must not 
stay in the Philippines long. He is needed in the United States, not because we 
are going to war but because we have to work out, as a matter of everyday 
prudence, the question of organizing our four regional armies so that they can 
mobilize speedily and move promptly in any unforeseen emergency. 

“The solution of the attendant problems will occupy us until 1940, at least. 
For that reason, nearly all those who know anything about the military establish 
ment of the nation desire General MacArthur's early return, and will insist that 
the ‘four-year-rule’ be waived in his case so that he can continue at the head of 
the army. Competent foreign critics say he is one of the ablest soldiers of the 
world; Why should we sidetrack him in corps commands?” 





“Assignment of Gen. Douglas MacArthur to the post of military adviser to th 
Philippine Commonwealth is an appropriate birthday present for the new gover 
ment,” states the Washington Post. “Few gifts will be more welcome at Manila 
than the expert services of the retiring Chief of Staff of the United States Army. 
No doubt the assignment is also pleasing to General MacArthur, whose previous 
service in the Philippines won him a host of friends and the deep admiration 
of President Quezon.”

Naval Policy 

W'th the outbreak of long threatened 
hostilities in Ethiopia, President Roose- 
velt made known the position of the 
United States by a declaration of neu- 
trality and a warning that if other na- 
val powers exceeded treaty limits we 
would maintain our relative strength. 
The President then witnessed  ma- 
neuvers by what was probably the larg- 
est Fleet ever in existence under the 
American flag, and then went fishing. 

In effect, what the President says is 
that we are grently interested in world 
peace; we are however, going to stay 
ont of foreign entanglements: and we 





rope would invoke the “escalator clause" 
of the treaty and build ships beyond 
treaty limits. While the British Gor 
ernment later officially disavowed any 
such plan, the President's ready declart 
tion of a policy to build if others did, 
was reassuring. 

President Roosevelt said: 

“The American naval building polic 
is precisely and without change what tt 
has been during the past two and a half 
years.

Radio in Europe 

Of interest particularly to the service 
is the statement by Col. David Sarnoff, 
Sig.-Res., President, Radio Coropration 
of America, which he issued on his 
arrival in New York City: 

“It feels good to be home again after 
an absence of about two months in 
Burope. While there, I visited England, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Austria, Hun- 
gary and Czechoslovakia. 

“In England, business is good and em- 


ployment is increasing. In the other 
countries named, business conditions 


vary, but on the whole the direction is 
upward. On the other hand, the politi- 
cal uncertainties now overhanging Europe 
are retarding progress and stand in the 
way of a more basic economic recovery. 

“T studied the technical developments 
in the important radio laboratories of 
Europe and saw their latest television 
experiments. While interesting research 
work is being done along these lines in 
several European countries, the progress 
being made in our own country is in ad- 
vance of anything I saw abroad. 
America continues to lead the world in 
radig, 

“There are three fundamental differ- 
ences between radio in Europe and in 
the United States. 

“First; European listeners are required 
to have a government license and must 
pay an annual fee for the privilege of 
listening. 

“Second; The prices paid by the pub- 
lic for radio receiving sets and radio 
tubes are very much higher abroad than 
they are at home. 

“Third: Broadcast transmission in 
Europe is generally a government mon- 
opoly and the radio programs are under 
strict governmental control and censor- 
ship. In England the B. B. C., while 
government owned, is nevertheless per- 
mitted to exercise a measure of freedom ; 
but in other European countries, especi- 
ally where dictatorship is the order of 
the day, radio is primarily used for 
propaganda purposes and to perpetuate 
the power of those in control. In such 
countries no word of opposition to those 
In control may be uttered, nor may any 
difference with their opinions be ex- 
pressed. It is significant that in coun- 
tries where the freedom of radio is pro- 
hibited, the freedom of the press has 
likewise been abolished. 

“But despite these restrictions and re 
Pressions, radio programs continue to 
(oss the borders and are increasingly 
Welcome visitors in European homes. 

dio waves need no passports and can- 
hot be stopped by tariffs and quotas. The 
inerease in short wave transmissions has 
brought to the people on the European 
ntinent the realization that through 
their radio receiving sets they can come

The 
objective was to get the convoy to its 
destination in the prescribed time with 
economy as to gas and oil. There have 
been no delays. 

In addition to the training project of 
moving a hundred units across country, 
in a march that before completion will 
extend more than 4,000 miles, the oppor- 
tunity was taken to institute other tests. 
A member of the Field Artillery Board, 
Maj. J. H. Ball, FA, was sent along with 
the convoy to have charge of these 
studies. Principally they involved a test 
of radio equipment and of the new car- 
riage for the French 7imm. gun. Four 
of the carriages, each of slightly differ 


ent design, are being given the severe 
road test that the movement will in- 
volve. 


Capt. R. L. Mabie, FA, is in command 
of the convoy. Under him are seven 
officers and 150 enlisted men. The 
nucleus of the outfit, left Ft. Bragg, 
N. C., Sept. 9, journeying north to Ft. 
Hoyle, where it picked up a number of 
trucks and then went on to Ft. Knox, 
Ky., where it met another detachment 
from Ft. Bragg. The trucks had been pre- 
viously sent to central points from all 
over the East, South and Middle West. 

To be delivered to Maj. Gen. Johnson 
Hagood, Commander of the Third Army, 
today, are the following units in the con- 
voy: 29 5-ton trucks, 18 station wagons 
and pick-un trucks, 12 light trucks, 26 
fi-ton tractors, and 10 cargo trailers. 
yeneral Hagood will then take over the 
task of delivering the trucks, with 
several others he has procured to Ft. 
Russell. The personnel who have made 
the march will then return to Ft. Bragg 
in additional trucks in the convoy.

Marksmanship in Hawaiian Dept. 
Ft. Shafter, T. H.—In bringing the 
training of his command to a higher 
degree of efficiency Maj. Gen. Hugh A. 
Drum, commanding the Hawaiian De- 
partment, recently issued a _ training 
memorandum from his headquarters at 
Ft. Shafter providing for training in 
rifle and machine gun marksmanship for 
units which have not previously been 
trained in the use of these weapons. 

This special training is in addition to 
the training of all enlisted men of the 
Hawalian Department authorized or re- 
quired to fire small arms for whom am- 
munition allowances are provided in 
army regulations.

(Continued from First Page) 
with you. Please express to the Presi- 
dent my deep appreciation of his 
rous estimate of my service and my 
lief that his appointment of General 
Craig is not only admirable but timely.” 
When General MacArthur was notified 
at Laramie, Wyo., of General Craig’s ap- 
pintment he stated : 

“No better selection as Chief of Staff 
could possibly have been made. General 
Qraig is not only one of the Army’s 
nost accomplished and distinguished 
oficers but one of its most delightful 
gentlemen, he cannot fail to be a highly 
gecessful Chief of Staff.” 

Word of the appointment reached 
Washington late in the afternoon of 
Qetober 2. Early on the morning of 
October 3, General Craig without pre- 
rious announcement and with the knowl- 
edge of only a few in the War Depart- 
ment came to the Department and called 
at the office of Brig. Gen. Edgar T. Con- 
ey, Acting The Adjutant General, where 
he had General Conley give him the 
oath of office. 

It was done so informally and so un- 
otentatiously that old friends of General 
(Craig point to it as an action character- 
istic of the General, whose dislike of 
prsonal publicity is widely known. 
Plans had been made for a public cere- 
mony when he took the oath of office 
and for news photographers and re- 
porters to be present, but the ceremony 
was completed before anyone wus aware 
of it. 

Immediately upon assuming — office, 
General Craig sent the following radio 
message to all Corps Area and Depart- 
nent commanders and to all exempted 
stations : 

‘The President of the United States 
as appointed me Chief of Staff of the 
Army and I have this day assumed the 
duties of that office. Will you please 
convey to the officers and enlisted men 
of your command the high sense of 
honor I feel in being placed at the head 
it the splendid organization which con- 
stitutes the Army of the United States. 
Assure them that their work, joys and 
cates will be my own while | occupy that 
position. It will be my pleasure to con- 
tinue the constructive policies so ably 
tablished by my distinguished pre- 
decessor. “Signed—Craig 

“Chief of Staff.” 

General Craig was born in St. Joseph, 
Missouri, August 5, 1875. He was ap- 
Winted to the United States Military 
Academy from Pennsylvania, graduating 
April 26, 1898. Upon graduation he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant of In- 
fintry, but was transferred to the Cav- 
try on June 23, 1898. 

General Craig was promoted first lieu- 
tenant of Cavalry, February 2, 1901; 
taptain of Cavalry, May 7, 1904, in which 
stade he served thirteen years. He was 
Pomoted major of Cavalry, May 15, 
17; lieutenant colonel, Field Artillery, 
National Army, August 5, 1917; colonel, 
National Army, February 6, 1918; and 
brigadier general, National Army, June

14, 1910, to October 15, 1912, serving in 
that capacity at San Antonio, Texas, 
and at the Presidio of San Francisco, 
California. From 1912 to September 15, 
1916, he performed various duties in 
camps and stations in Wyoming, Cali- 
fornia, Texas, and Arizona; on that date 
he was detailed as an instructor at the 
Army Service Schools, Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, where he remained for a 
short time. He was ordered to Wash- 
ington early in 1917 for duty in the 
office of the Adjutant General, and was 
again detailed to the General Staff from 
June 4, 1917, to August 16, 1917. In Au- 
gust, 1917, he was assigned as Chief of 
Staff of the 41st Division, sailed with it 
to France, and served as its Chief of 
Staff until January, 1918, when he be- 
came Chief of Staff of the First Corps. 
He served in this position until the 
Armistice. 

On November 11, 1918, General Craig 
was made Chief of Staff of the 3d Army 
(Army of Occupation) and served as 
such, and as Chief of Staff of the Amer- 
ican Forces in Germany until August 
1, 1919. Upon his return to the United 
States in 1919 he served as Director of 
the Army War College to July, 1920, and 
then commanded Camp Jones, Arizona, 
until he assumed command as Comman- 
dant of the Cavalry School, Fort Riley, 
Kansas, where he served from 1921 to 
1923. 

From duty at the Cavalry School, Gen- 
eral Craig went to the Philippines where 
he served from 1923 until he was ap- 
pointed major general, Chief of Cavalry, 
July 24, 1924, in which position he served 
in Washington, D. C., for two years. He 
was relieved as Chief of Cavalry, March 
20, 1926, and on the following day was 
promoted to major general of the line. 
He was detailed to the General Staff for 
the third time as Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-3, War Department, from April 
9, 1926, to April 1, 1927. He has since 
commanded in turn the Fourth Corps 
Area, Atlanta, Georgia, 1927; the 
Panama Canal Division, 1927-1928; and 
the Panama Canal Department, 1928- 
1930. On November 2, 1930, he assumed 
command of the Ninth Corps Area, San 
Francisco, California, where he remained 
until January 26, 1935, when he was 
ordered to command the Army War Col- 
lege, Washington, D. C. On October 2, 
1935, he was appointed Chief of Staff of 
the United States Army, with the rank 
of general. 

General Craig is a member of the Ini- 
tial General Staff Corps eligible list, and 
has graduated from the following ser- 
vice schools: Honor graduate, Infantry 
and Cavalry School, 1904; Staff Col- 
lege, 1905; Army War College, 1910 and 
1920, 

General Craig was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for service in 
France, with the following citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and distin 
guished services. He served in turn as Chief 
of Staff of a division, a Corps, and an 
Army, in each of which capacities he ex- 
hibited great ability. His personal influence, 
aggressiveness, and untiring efforts were re- 
peatedly displayed in the operations of the 
First Corps in the vicinity of Chateau 
Thierry, on the Oureq, and the Vesle dur- 
ing the St. Mihiel and Argonne-Meuse Offen- 
sives,”’ 

General Craig received the following 
foreign decorations: Commander of the 
Legion of Honor, France; Croix de 
Guerre, with two palms, France; Com- 
panion of the Bath, England; Comman- 
der of the Order of the Crown, Bel- 
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gium; Order of the Crown, Italy. 

It is interesting to note that General 
Craig comes from an Army family. His 
father, Maj. Louis Avery Craig, was a 
graduate of the Military Academy, and 
his brother, Maj. Louis A. Craig, FA, 
USA, is now on duty with the Inspector 
General’s Department at Governors Is- 
land. 


General Craig’s father was a brilliant 
officer of the days when Indian fighting 
was the order of the day. When the 
Military Academy had its reunion in 
1905, Major Craig had died only shortly 
before (March 22, 1904) and a tribute 
by A. H. Carter was published in the 
reunion proceedings, excerpts from which 
follow : 

“Major Craig was born March 17, 
1851, in Missouri, he attended school in 
Kentucky and from there entered West 
Point, as a cadet in 186). Upon gradu- 
ating he was assigned to the Yth U. 8. 
Infantry, and, like so many officers of 
former years, began his career as a 
soldier on the Plains in the shadow of 
the Rocky Mountains. His first station 
was old Fort Laramie, at the junction 
of the Platte and Larimie Rivers. He 
joined the Regiment, with his bride, at 
a time when the Indians of the whole 
frontier were slowly combining for the 
great campaign which terminated in 
1876. 

“A fine rider and naturally fond of 
horses. he would not content himself in 
an Infantry regiment and made applica- 
tion and was transferred to the 6th Cav- 
alry, during his first year of service. He 
joined the Regiment as it was about to 
march from Kansas to Arizona and be- 
fore the long journey was completed he 
had become a general favorite of the 
older officers. Mounted upon a beautiful 
chestnut horse, which lived to serve him 
for some 20 years, he was the bean ideal 
of a cavalryman. 

“Of fine appearance and u genial com- 
panion with a high sense of duty, he was 
a welcome addition to every garrison in 
which he served. During his service in 


the old Arizona days, he was stationed 
in nearly every part of that benighted 
region and always left a trail of friend- 
ships to mark his sojourn. 

“Major Craig served as Regimental 
Adjutant for some years and gave the 
greatest satisfaction to his commanding 
officers, as well as the officers and men 
generally. His genial ways tended to 
harmony amongst the officers, and his 
heart had a fountain of sympathy for 
the lapses and misfortunes of the old 
soldiers. 

“He was a captain in the 6th for ten 
years and held that rank at the outbreak 
of the War with Spain, when he was 
appointed a major and assistant adju- 
tant general. He participated in the 
Puerto Rican Campaign as a member of 
General James H. Wilson’s staff. 

“When the 35,000 volunteers for ser- 
vice in the Philippines were organized 
he was appointed Colonel of the 32nd 
U. S. Infantry. It was while on that 
service that he, like so many of his gal- 
lant comrades, was stricken with dis- 
ease which sapped his strength and of 
which he died at a period when his ser- 
vices had become most valuable to his 
country by reason of his long, varied and 
valuable experience. 

“At the time of his death Major Craig 
had been retired from active service but 
a short time. His proud nature rebelled 
at the thought of giving up his active 
career but his health was failing rapidly 

he passed away, and his remains are 
buried in beautiful Arlington, where he 
was laid away by his Comrades of his 
old regiment in the grave he had him- 
self selected.”

GENERAL MALIN CRAIG comes to the office of the chief of staff at a time 
when the Army is on a firmer footing than in many years and when international 
conditions make it Imperative that it be developed to its highest efficiency and 
maintained in readiness as a warning to the world that we intend to be let alone. 
Facing the new Chief of Staff are many tasks of highest importance. Probably the 
first will be the 1936 Budget upon which will depend largely the development and 
utilization of the gains recently made. Funds must be secured to carry forward 
the increase in enlisted strength so that additional grades and ratings will be made 
available. The mechanization and motorization program will need ample appro- 
priations. These and many other vital items will have to be defended before the 
Bureau of the Budget when it starts hearings, October 20, on justification of the 
Army’s estimates. Also facing General Craig is one of the largest personnel slates 
in peace time. The number of vacancies now existing and to be created in the next 
few months in line generalcies and in staff and branch positions will require most 
careful and deliberate consideration. High commands in corps areas and divisions 
will be considerably changed by the personnel turnover. General Craig comes to 
his new office particularly fitted to cope with the situation facing him. He has had 
an exceptionally large amount of command duty during his career. In recent years 
he has commanded the Ninth and Fourth Corps Areas and the Panama Canal De- 
partment. It is characteristic of him that during his tours as corps area and de- 
partment commander he not only maintained a high standard of military training 
in his commands but he did it with an independence which was a pleasure to the 
War Department, for the Department was seldom if ever called upon by him to 
make decisions or to define policies. He knew what he wanted and when decisions 
were necessary he made them with promptness and firmness. His commands were 
also liked and respected by their civilian neighbors. His wide general staff experi- 
ence—besides duty with the War Department General Staff he has been chief of 
staff of a division, a corps and an Army—will stand him in good stead. The Army 
welcomes General Craig as its leader. 


AMERICA IS GRATEFUL AND PROUD of the manner in which the people 
of France honored General Pershing on his birthday. It is reported that the French 
came for miles to hear the American War leader speak and that their pleasure 
and appreciation of his remarks were spontaneously and amply expressed. Through- 
out the French republic in towns where Americans fought “Pershing Oaks” were 
planted as perpetual living reminders of the soldier and man they have come to love. 


WHAT A SENSE OF pride and satisfaction President Roosevelt must have 
experienced when he witnessed the war exercises of the Fleet in the Pacific this 
week. The precision and exactitude of maneuvering of the vessels, the efficiency 
and devotion to duty displayed by the commissioned and enlisted personnel must 
have deeply impressed the Chief Executive. It appears that he is determined that 
this strong right arm must be fostered and developed as a bulwark for peace, as 
an emblem that this nation being ready to fight will not be drawn into conflict 
by those who might otherwise view it as an easy mark. Had we been prepared 
twenty years ago we would not have been subjected to the taunts that drew us 
into the European war. We must profit by our lesson. 


FROM A TECHNICAL standpoint the war in Africa is being keenly followed 
by American military students. The effect of the use of aircraft against untrained 
troops and civilian populations, to what extent it will break down morale and re- 
sistanace, the handling and operation of motorized equipment in rocky, roadless 
terrain, the maintenance of the line of supplies, the medical problems, the effective- 
ness of mechanized weapons, all constitute problems to which post war years have 
given new aspects. How the Italians utilize their modern weapons and how the 
Ethiopians resist and react will afford observers the first opportunity to see how 
their planning and training operates on the field of battle. It is probable that the 
War Department will appoint a number of observers from various branches of 
the service to accompany the warring armies in the field. Their reports will be 
most interesting and valuable. 


THE DETERMINATION OF Representative Parks and the members of his 
sub-committee on War Department appropriations to find out for themselves the 
needs of the Army appears to presage a breaking away from the old policy of 
shielding the appropriations committee from data as to requirements not approved 
by the Bureau of the Budget. With the committeemen by personal observation and 
by conferences with the actual officers in the field familiarizing themselves with the 
points where money is needed and with projects that require development they will 
be jn a position to call the witnesses they want and to ask questions regarding 
mattérs not appearing in the approved estimates. In this manner only can the 
Congressmen secure the whole story, for Department representatives can not volun- 
teer information as to requirements not approved by the Budget.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Restricted Expenditures—Announcement by President Roosevelt this week of “re- 
vised estimates of the current year’s expenditures” in which it stated that but 
$700,000,000 would be spent for National Defense instead of $792,484,265, the 
“original estimate,” occasioned considerable interest in Army and Navy circles, 

The apparent “reduction” of $92,484,265 will mean no curtailment of funds avail- 
able, it seems, as it was pointed out that the normal carry-over of funds appropri- 
ated which cannot be spent will equal this amount. The difference between the 
original estimates and the present estimates lies in the difference between appro- 
priations and expenditures, it is stated. All of the appropriations are not spent in 
the fiscal year for which appropriated. Some of them revert to the Treasury, while 
others, such as shibuilding funds, are available during the next fiscal year. 

Under the breakdown of the revised estimates issued by the White House. it 
is stated that $400,000,000 instead of $477,224,665 will be spent by the Navy, while 
$300,000,000 instead of $315,259,600 will be expended for the Army, No concern is 
felt at the War and Navy Departments over the statement. No orders have been 
received withdrawing any funds appropriated from being expended, and the program 
originally set apparently will go forward in both services. 




















Marine Corps Uniform Changes—A newly designed Marine Corps emblem will 
make its appearance in the near future. Under orders from the Major General 
Commandant, Headquarters is designing an emblem which will be very similar to 
the one in effect prior to 1925. With the old emblem as a model, Headquarters is 
drafting plans—which may include some variations in the anchor design, it is said. 


A number of other changes in uniform regulations have been approved by the 
Major General Commandant and are awaiting signature by the Secretary of the 
Navy. In addition to the new white mess jacket which will be compulsory for all 
officers after July 1, 1986, there are changes in the officers belt, the insignia, in the 
chin strap and in the prescribed color of the leather parts of the uniform. The 
white mess jacket, a picture of which was published in the JouRNAL last week, will 
be compulsory for all officers, it is said, not Just those serving aboard naval vessels 
as previously. 

Changes in the insignia of rank, will bring the Marine Corps into close con- 
formity with those in use in the Army. The stars of general officers, it is stated, 
will be slightly smaller in size than at present, while the colonel’s eagle will be 
materially different. The Army colonel’s eagle is adopted exactly, being much 
narrower with straight wings. The leafs of a Heutenant colonel and major will be 
the same sizé and shape as at present, but will have a smooth slightly veined sur- 
face. The bars of junior officers will be of the same size us at present, but will be 
smooth and curved. A change prescribed for the Sam Browne belt deals only with 
the buckle. It will be heavier. Another change is in the chin strap of the officers 
green and khaki cap. It will be % of an inch wide instead of a 4% inch wide. The 
change in regulations also provides that the color of all leather, belts, shoes, boots, 
ete., of both officers and enlisted men shall be cordovan, The new regulations, if 
approved by the Secretary will, with the exception of the new white mess jacket, 
go into effect, Jan. 1, 1997. 

Remaining under study by the Uniform Board, is a proposal for a new blue 
mess Jacket, similar to the new white mess jacket. Because of the cost to each 
officer involved, no decision was reached by the Board when the recent report was

Senior Philippine Scout Officer Is Retired—Current Army Orders announce the re 
tirement from active service of Lt. Col. Hugh Straughn, the ranking officer of the 
Philippine Scouts. Ile has been placed on the retired list on his own application 
after more than 37 years’ active service. 

Colonel Straughn was born in lowa on July 21, 1882, and entered the military 
service as a private in Company D, 160th Indiana Infantry, in 1898, during the 
Spanish War. At the conclusion of hostilities he enlisted in the Regular Army and 
served as a private, corporal, sergeant, first sergeant and battalion sergeant major 
in the Twenty-first Infantry from 1899 to 1908. He was appointed as second liew- 
tenant of the Philippine Scouts on October 2, 1908, and served in all grades up to 
and including lieutenant colonel. Practically all of his service has been in the 
Philippine Islands. 


“No Censors at Pine Camp”——-The handling of the vast corps of news correspondents, 
photographers and broadcasters, at the First Army’s Pine Camp maneuvers was 
so well executed that it has earned paens of praise from the “gentlemen of the 
press.” Newspaper men, so ready to resent unwarranted restraint or lack of ¢- 
operation, showed themselves to be equally ready to give credit for a job well done, 
for in the September 28 issne of the HNditor and Publisher virtually an entire 
page is devoted to an article by ‘Thomas M. Johnson, of the New York Sun, giving 
hige praise to the manner in which Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan and his G-2 staff 
conducted the press relations. 

Virtually the only restriction placed on the news men, Mr. Johnson said, was 
an order from General Nolan asking them not to take white taxicabs to the 
front lines. 

“Military officials really helped reporters get the news,” the Editor and Pub- 
lisher article stated. “When an army plane crashed and the pilot was killed, the 
New York State Police refused to let newspaper or cameramen through. As soon as 
the press officers (not censors) heard of it, they insisted that the lid be taken off. 
It was legitimate news, and they knew it. 

“They knew it, because they themselves were former newspapermen. Major 
trogan had worked on the Scranton (Pa.) Republican, Bridgeport (Conn.) Tele- 
gram, and the Lynn (Mass.) Telegram. Maj. R. Ernest Dupuy was on the New 
York Herald under Bennett. (Maj. Joe N. Dalton, Chief of Intelligence of the First 
Army, ought to have been a newspaperman if he was not.) 

“Only men with real newspaper experience could have done the job the Army 
Information Service of the Second Corps Area did. It began Aug. 1, two weeks 
before the maneuvers started, when from the oflice in the Army Building, 39 White- 
hall street, New York, went out the first of a series of releases that until the manew- 
vers ended, averaged three or more a day, and totaled a hundred. From Aug. 1 
to 17 they covered not only the advance announcements regarding general plans, but 
the details of all the many technical and administrative aspects; food, clothing, 
health, and other arrangements for handling these bodies of men in the field ; special 
detachments, such as tanks, armored cars, anti-aircraft artillery; detailed lists of 
units and of officers taking part; explanation of the system of 150 umpires to control 
the ‘fighting’ and make sure it came out according to plan; time-tables and stations 
of units; in fact, everything that could be covered in advance. 

“These mimeographed releases, most of which were in Shape to go right into 4 
newspaper unchanged save for an added head, were mailed to 2,314 newspapers and 
other publications all over the United States and Canada, to correspondents of 
foreign newspapers, to class and trade publications. The Information Service als0 
did special jobs for Literary Digest, for radio broadcasters Lowell Thomas and 
Edwin ©. Hill, and in preparing a vivid picture of the army mobilizing for “The 
March of Time.” 

“Then they moved to camp. Majors Grogan and Dupuy gathered unto them- 
selves Lt. Herbert Mayer, another former newspaper man, and several collaborators 


of various ranks. From their typewriters and mimeographs issued still more 
releases. They got out a two-page sheet of regulations for accredited corre 
spondents. They fitted up the one-story frame building on the shore of the Black 


River at Pine Camp, that was press headquarters, with long tables, chairs, coil 
box telephones (Western Union and Postal had tents adjacent), pencils, even copy 
paper and many pocket maps. Above all, they installed the big central ‘situation 
map’ showing almost every rock and tree in the ‘battle’ area, and on it kept the 
situation always posted to the minute by staff officers in touch with all sources 
of information. They gave the assembled correspondents periodic talks on what 
was going on, and innumerable tips and suggestions. 

“One evening they arranged an informal visit from Maj. Gen. D. E. Nolat, 
commanding the First Army, and presiding genius of the maneuvers. AS Chief 
of Intelligence of the A. E. F., the General had learned—not without agony and 
sweat—how newspapers cover wars—or how they would like to. He knows that 
whether in make-believe wars or in peace-time generally, the army will benefit from 
good publicity, and that that is best obtained by giving the press a square dea 
und a helping hand.”

In the section of his annual report 
gtting forth the improvements recently 
quthorized in the Army, Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, chief of staff, relates not 
only the benefits flowing from new legis- 
lation but also points out how they 
should be perfected and additions needed 
to capitalize completely on the advance- 
ments. 

The need for additional grades and 
ratings for the enlisted men should fol- 
low the authorized increase in enlisted 
strength, the General points out. Pay 
and promotion for officer personnel, also 
are treated. 

General MacArthur states that the in- 
crease authorized in the number of ap- 
mwintments to West Point “assures, be- 
gmning 4 years from now, a gradual 
expansion of the officer corps on an 
orderly and efficient basis, assuming that 
the necessary congressional authoriza. 
tions will be forthcoming.” 
This section also treats of the National 
Guard, Reserves, ROTC, and CMTC. 
Text of Report 
The full tert of the section of General 
YacArthur’s annual report entitled, 
“Improvements rece ntly authorized in 
the Army”, follows : 

Enlisted strength of the Regular 
irmy.—The duties of the Regular Army 
ire many and upon their successful per- 
formance depends the effectiveness of 
the entire Military Establishment. 
Without the leadership and unifying in- 
fluence of an eflicient Regular Army, 
the American system could, at the best, 
yroduce nothing more than a collection 
f unintegrated and isolated units of 
doubtful efficiency and of little valne to 
the Federal Government. 

The Regular Army is the professional 
ustructor and leader of the whole es- 
tablishment and is responsible for keep- 
ing all elements abreast of modern de- 
velopments in doctrine, technique, and 
weapons. It provides essential adminis- 
trative overhead for the entire force, 
including supply and service organiza- 
tions to meet the needs of a mobiliza- 
tion. It must furnish permanent garri- 
wns for oversea possessions and for im- 
wrtant harbor defenses of the United 
States. Because it is the only portion of 
the Army of the United States composed 
f personnel continuously and instantly 
ubhject to orders of the President, it has 
the responsibility of initial protection in 
mergency. A considerable proportion of 
is strength must be so organized as to 
jrovide this protection promptly and 
‘fectively. Finally, the Regular Army 
‘charged with the development of all 
jlans for emergency action and must 
‘stme leadership in execution of those 
lans when necessary. 

Every defect in the Regular Army is 
‘his inevitably reflected in deficiencies 
‘iroughout the entire Military Establish- 
nent. Consequently, when Congress 
lurned its attention to rehabilitation of 
‘lr land defenses, its first concern was 
‘assure the ability of the professional

undermanned; modernization projects 
were severely handicapped, and in every 
essential activity were inefficiencies re- 
sulting from lack of enlisted men. 


Recurrent studies in the War Depart- 
ment approached the problem from the 
standpoint of bare requirements for the 
performance of essential missions. In- 
variably the conclusion was reached that 
a strength of 165,000 enlisted men for 
the Regular Army represents the ab- 
solute minimum consistent with safety. 
Recommendations to the Congress have, 
ever since 1930, made this item the 
principal feature of the War Department 
program for rehabilitation. 

Finally, in the appropriation bill for 
1936, the necessary congressional ap- 
proval was accorded. Recruiting of 46,- 
2%) additional men began on July Ist 
of this year. The beneficial influence of 
this act of Congress upon the future 
efficiency of our military defenses and 
the security of the country is beyond 
calculation. 

Its first result will be ‘the filing out 
of the attenvated skeletons now attemnt- 
ing to function as tactical units in the 
Regular Army. The Air Corps will be 


raised to its authorized strength. 
Mechanized elements in the infantry, 
eavalry, and artillery will be given a 


sufficient strength to push development 
in this important phase of modern war- 
fare. Companies, troops, and batteries 
will be able to conduct efficient training 
and their readiness for efficient field 
service will be markedly increased. The 
combat effectiveness of the whole Army 
will be doubled and its ability to carry 
ovt a prompt and orderly mobilization 
will be reasonably assured, 

In the interests of immediate economy, 
practically the entire increase is to be 
initially absorbed in the lowest enlisted 
grade; that is, as unrated privates at 
$21 per month. This arrangement pre- 
vents reconstitution of units rendered 
inactive during the long process of attri- 
tion, some of which are badly needed in 
order to balance the larger combat 
organizations to which they pertain. 
It prevents also the appointment in 
existing organizations of the necessary 
percentage of specialists and nonecom- 
missioned officers to insure efficiency in 
technical activities and leadership posi- 
tions. These are serious handicaps, but 
they must be accepted as of far less 
importance than insufficiency in agere- 
gate strength. Leadership of a high 
order must he applied to the problem 
and, until the situation can be corrected, 
imagination and energy must overcome 
diffieulties incident to faulty organiza- 
tion in this regard. 

There exists a very real necessity, 
however, for restudying and _ revising 
our present system of grades and rat- 
ings. The purpose of noncommissioned 
grades is to clothe selected enlisted men 
with the formal military authority es- 
sential to the command and control of 
small units. The primary purpose of 
ratings is to provide a graduated scale 
of increased pay for duties requiring an 
unusual degree of individual skill. With- 
out a suitable method for rewarding 
ability of this kind, the necessary num- 
ber of men basically qualified physically 
and mentally for service in these impor- 
tant positions cannot be secured. More- 
over, experience shows that even those 
obtained will too often, as soon as they 
have been carefully trained in some 
eraft or trade, forsake the Army for 
the far more remunerative opportunities 
of civil life. 

Existing law establishes seven grades 
in the Army from master sergeant to 
private, inclusive. It sets up also a 
series of specialists’ ratings to which in- 
creased pay is attached in varying 
amounts: the numbers that may be as- 
signed to each being fixed by percent- 
ages definitely prescribed in the law. 
These percentages are far too low to 
meet present needs, to say nothing of 
the additional requirements incident to 
the mechanization and motorization of

the Army. Another defect is that upon 
retirement the specialist is reduced to 
the same seale of pay as the unrated 
private, a manifestly unfair and unjust 
practice. The net result is that the Army 
labors under marked disadvantages in 
its effort to organize units according to 
modern needs and to maintain in key 
positions the type of men required by 
the importance of the duties pertaining 
thereto. 

In this regard, the situation of the 
Army is most unfavorable as compared 
to the Navy. For example, the aver- 
age pay per man in naval aviation is 
$180 greater per year than in the Army 
Air Corps, although individual duties 
and functions are identical. For the 
bulk of the enlisted men in the military 
and naval services the discrepancy is 
even greater, averaging about $250. 

The first need of the Army is that 
the schedule of fixed percentages con- 
trolling the numbers of grades and rat- 
ings be materially raised so as to pro- 


vide a more satisfactory rate of pay 
among highly qualified enlisted per- 
sonnel. In addition, the retired pay of 


the specialist should be based upon his 
active duty remuneration, just as in the 
ease of a noncommissioned officer. 

Kor some time this matter has been 
under advisement in the War Depart- 
ment, and exhaustive studies have been 
made to determine the detailed require- 
ments of the several arms and services. 
The subiect assumes a constantly in- 
creasing importance because every step 
toward modernization creates a corre- 
sponding need for a higher level of 
training and a greater proportion of 
skilled specialists. A complete and co- 
ordinated plan for revision of the exist- 
ing system should be developed and sub- 
mitted to Congress at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. 

Revision of Regular Army promotion 
system.—A second important accom- 
plishment of Congress with respect to 
professional personnel was the revision 
of the promotion system for officers. 
This matter has engaged the earnest 
attention of the War Department for 
years and has evoked a sympathetic 
interest in Congress. Prior failure to 
enact corrective legislation must be laid 
more to difficulties in evolving a fully 





training of military leaders. It is in 
addition a powerful stimulant to morale, 
since steady advancement to positions 
of inereased responsibility, authority, 
and rank is the only practicable way 
in which outstanding military service 
can, in time of peace, be rewarded by 
the Government. Unless there is a 
proper flow of promotion, there is no 
incentive which appeals to ambition and 
the natural self-respect of men and im- 
pels them to follow their profession en- 
thusiastically rather than merely as a 
means of livelihood. The Army requires 
men imbued by the highest professional 
instincts. There is no monetary recom- 


pense for the soldier that is sufficient 
to attract the type of man that is 
needed. Unless there is the professional 


reward of advancement, carrying with it 
opportunity for leadership and increased 
responsibility, which is irrespective of 
actual livelihood, the whole tone of the 
establishment begins to fail and go down. 
Stagnation destroys initiative, saps am- 
bition, and encourages routine and per- 
functory performance of duty. 

For some years the promotion situa- 
tion for officers has been deplorable. 
Some of ‘these difficulties were caused 
by commissioning in a single group a 
large number of officers immediately 
after the World War. Though most of 
them fell within the same age brackets 
and had substantially equal amounts of 
commissioned service, the senior officers 
in this group were assured of reaching 
the colonel grade while the juniors in 
the same group would still be captains, 
Oflicers just below the World War con- 
tingent, although they entered the ser- 
vice second lieutenants at normal 
ages, were facing the prospect of re- 
maining in company grades up to and 
beyond the age of 50, 

But without regard for the existence 
of this special problem, the promotion 
rate has been far from satisfactory and 
has grown progressively worse. Finally, 
through experience, there became avail- 
able suflicient data to show that without 
some revision in the system young men 
entering the service could not attain 
successive grades except at the following 
approximate ages: Captain at 39, major 
at 47, lieutenant colonel at 54, and colo- 
nel at 58 or 59. This meant that in 
the average case an oflicer would have 
only 5 or 6 years remaining to serve 
after reaching the grade of colonel. 
Even if thereafter he should, through 
selection, be stepped up with reasonable 
rapidity to brigadier general and then 
to major general, the normal individual 
could have served as corps area com- 
mander for only about 1 year, while the 
Chief of Staff would necessarily have 
changed every 5 to 6 months. More- 
over, before the average oflicer could 
have attained through service in the 
field grades the broad experience neces- 
sary to qualify him as a brigade or 
division commander in war, he would 
have been too old to meet the physical 
requirements of those commands. Such 
a prospect was a serious one for the 
Government, 

To produce an officer corps of maxi- 
mum value and efficiency, individuals 
commissioned at an average age of 24 
should advance steadily through the 
lower grades at a rate that will bring 
them to a colonel’s command at 0. 
Such a promotion rate permits progres- 
sive development and training, which is 
mandatory if we are to have ready for 
emergency a sizeable pool of relatively 
young officers of wide experience and 
broad professional attainments. 

Up to and including the grade of 
colonel, Army promotion, except in the 
Medical and Chaplains Corps, has for 
some years ben based exclusively upon 


us 


seniority in length of commissioned 
service. Fixed numbers are main- 
tained in each grade, vacancies be- 
ing filled by the promotion of the 
senior officer from the grade next 
below. While this system does not per- 


mit any differentiation in promotion 

based on estimated ability, it does avoid 

the evil of favoritism which is exceed-

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ingly difficult to eradicate in any method 
purporting to base promotion solely on 
relative fitness. Regardless, of any in- 
herent disadvantages in the seniority 
system, its principles have long com- 
manded the support of the majority of 
Army officers as the basis for a general 
plan of advancement. But for some years 
it has been clear that its continued 
application during periods of peace re- 
quired the adoption of some method of 
moderate acceleration of the promotion 


rate. 

The plan sponsored for the past 5 
years by the War Department and 
finally enacted into law during the past 
session of Congress accomplishes such 
an acceleration. It retains the advan- 
tages of seniority promotion but in 
varying degree provides somewhat 
faster promotion for every officer below 
the grade of colonel. Specifically it 
directs promotion to first lieutenant at 
the end of 3 years’ commissioned ser- 
vice and to captain at the end of 10. 
It makes moderate increases in the 
number of colonels, lieutenant colonels, 
and majors, but applies also certain 
checks and balances which will prevent 
undue rapidity of promotion in the 
event circumstances should suddenly 
change. Under its provisions no officer 
ean reach the grade of colonel with less 
than 26 years’ service nor the grade of 
lieutenant colonel with less than 20. 

I consider the enactment of this law 
to be a constructive achievement on the 
part of Congress, the result of which 
will be an officer corps increased in 
efficiency and stimulated in morale. 
These results will be accomplished at a 
minimum of cost and without injustice 
to any individual. 

Pay. — Incidental to this important 
matter of morale, another act of the 
recent congressional session is having 
a most gratifying effect. Pay in the 
Army is based almost exclusively upon 
length of service. With the repeal of 
the Economy Act it was naturally as- 
sumed that the pay status of each officer 
and enlisted man automatically became 
that which would have obtained if no 
restrictive laws had ever been passed. 
Subsequently, however, administrative 
rulings held that no credit could be 
given for any service performed during 
the period the Economy Act was in 
force. The unfortunate result was that 
every funior, ‘that is, all persons having 
less than 30 years’ service, would perma- 
nently lose longevity credits for more 
than 2 years’ service. Congress not 
only corrected this misunderstanding 
but likewise established a fixed level of 
alowances for quarters and subsistence, 
thus removing a particularly irritating 
cause of hardship among junior officers 
on city and other types of duty involving 
relatively high expense. By another pro- 
vision of law, proper allowances have 
been authorized for officers during travel 
to their homes upon retirement. 

West Point increase.—In June of this 
year Congress passed a law increasing 
the authorized number of cadets at West 
Point from 1,374 to 1,960. This bill had 
the support of the War Department be- 
cause its future effect upon the composi- 
tion of the professional officers corps and 
upon the efficiency of defense measures 
will be most salutary. 

Officers are commissioned from many 
sources, of which the Military Academy 
is only one. Yet our whole Army has 
been developed spiritually in the image 
of West Point. Since the beginning of 
the nineteenth century its graduates in 
uninterrupted stream have entered the 
military service as a life’s career.. All 
of them have been nurtured in West 
Point’s teachings of discipline, courage, 
and loyalty—the cardinal virtues of the 
soldier. All of them have been imbued 
with the conceptions of duty, integrity, 
and patriotism which constitute the very 
basis of West Point training and which 
these graduates have in turn trans- 
planted into the Army. In a very real 
sense that institution has thus become 
the heritage, not merely of those who 
happen to be its graduates, but of every 





officer in the service. Between the two 
groups there is no distinction in their 
jealous concern for their own and the 
Army’s reputation for unimpeachable in- 
tegrity and readiness for self-sacrifice in 
the country’s service. Should this high 
regard for the soldier’s creed be ban- 
ished from the Army, if it should even 
be noticeably lowered, our whole system 
of military administration would col- 
lapse like a house of cards. Moreover, 
the American Army, as an instrument of 
democratic government, would no longer 
be the rock of stability and protection 
that it is but would sooner or later 
degenerate into a positive menace. As- 
surance that it will be forever main- 
tained in full conformity with these high 
standards will not be lacking so long 
as the officer corps includes a fair pro- 
portion of West Point graduates. Over 
a period of years this proportion should 
be not less than 50 per cent. 

This is not to say that the product 
of any other institution is not the equal 
of that from West Point in intelligence, 
ability, and basic worth. The Army’s 
long list of brilliant leaders that have 
risen from the ranks or have been com- 
missioned from other universities is 
proof sufficient of the quality of leader- 
ship obtained through those channels. 
But it is, nevertheless, an accepted fact 
that West Point imparts to the young 
man during his formative years an en- 
during respect for ideals of service and 
standards of conduct that are not so 
continuously and insistently stressed 
elsewhere. And, in urging the Army’s 
need for absorbing annually a strong 
increment of the West Point product, no 
group has been more earnest or sincere 
than our distinguished body of non- 
graduate leaders. Among those who 
have so expressed themselves I name 
only Winfield Scott, Andrew Jackson, 
Theodore Roosevelt, and Leonard Wood. 

Since experience shows that during 
and following every war we have a 
tremendous influx of officers from other 
sources, it is necessary, in order to sus- 
tain a 50 per cent average of West 
Point graduates, to secure from that 
institution during years of peace some- 
what more than half of the annual in- 
crement. Very. soon, we will begin 'to 
have an increased number of yearly 
separations from the Army due to the 
passing from the active list of many men 
commissioned in a body during and 
after the Spanish-American War. This 
abnormal outflow will continue inter- 
mittently until the last of the World 
War officers have disappeared from the 
active rolls of the service. A graduating 
class of approximately 400 will be neces- 
sary to sustain the proper proportion of 
West Point graduates, and a cadet corps 
as established by the new law will pro- 
duce this average number of graduates. 

An added motive for increasing the 
size of West Point is the existing need 
for a moderate expansion in the profes- 
sional officer corps. Efficient performance 
of Regular Army missions requires a 
minimum number of approximately 14,- 
000 officers in active service, or about 
2,000 more than we now have. The 
reenforcement should not be accom- 
plished suddenly but should be absorbed 
by increments over a period of years, 
so that unmanageable humps will not be 
created in the list. No better way sug- 
gests itself to begin this necessary en- 
largement than through the assignment 
of more cadets at West Point. The en- 
actment of this law assures, beginning 
4 years from now, a gradual expansion 
of the officer corps on an orderly and 
efficient basis, assuming that the neces- 
sary congressional authorizations will be 
forthcoming. 

Strength of the National Guard.—This 
component is a military force pertaining 
to the several States, maintained pri- 
marily to insure domestic tranenillity. 
As a more or less organized militia, it 
has been in existence since colonial days. 
But as a national defense force of con- 
tinuous and general value, it dates from 
the passage of the National Defense Act 
in 1916. The 1920 amendments to that 
act directed a general reorganization of 
the Guard and provided for a develop- 
ment which has immeasurably raised 
its efficiency. Except for the Regular 
Army, it is the only component organ- 





ized into relatively complete tactical 
units. 

From a national viewpoint, the mis- 
sion of the National Guard is the early 
and effective reenforcement of the Regu- 
lar Army in an emergency. Since it is 
obligated to serviee whenever Congress 
may declare a national emergency to 
exist, it is supported with Federal funds. 
It is organized into 18 infantry divi- 
sions, 4 cavalry divisions, and certain 
elements of corps, army, and auxiliary 
troops. All these must be trained suffi- 
ciently in time of peace to be instantly 
effective in domestic disturbances and to 
be capable, with a short period of addi- 
tional preparation, to engage efficiently 
in battle. 

During the period of its development 
since 1920, the National Guard reached 
and finally became stabilized at a 
strength of approximately 190,000, at 
which level it has been supported by 
Congress for several years. After much 
study of ‘the problem, the War Depart- 
ment concluded that its effective train- 
ing in time of peace and the importance 
of its emergency mission required a 
minimum strength of approximately 
210,000. In the past session of Con- 
gress an addition of 5,000 men to its 
present strength was authorized as a 
first step toward building up to this de- 
sirable minimum. The War Department 
has always held also that to maintain 
the guard in the requisite state of 
efficiency a training schedule of 48 
armory drills and 2 weeks of field ser- 
vice annually was necessary. While 
this program was reduced somewhat 
during the fiscal years coinciding with 
the most serious phases of the economic 
depression, it has since been fully re- 
stored and will obtain during the fiscal 
year 1936. 

To provide for the professional in- 
struction of the guard and to insure 
that it is kept abreast of modern de- 
velopments in technique, the Regular 
Army details to it a corps of instrue- 
tors. Of these, some 460 are officers. 
In addition, selected National Guard 
officers are given special courses at the 
several service schools and wherever 
possible field maneuvers of the guard are 
held in conjunction with Regular units. 

Since the National Guard is numeri- 
cally the strongest of the Army’s com- 
ponents and its emergency mission is a 
vitally important one, all these measures 
for insuring the strength and efficiency 
of its personnel are fully justified and 
should be constantly carried forward. 

Training of the Organized Reserves.— 
The National Defense Act provided for 
a Reserve, to consist of enlisted and 
commissioned elements. However, since 
neither pay nor training was authorized 
for enlisted men, this section of the 
Reserve has never been developed except 
for a few thousand specialists of vari- 
ous classifications. In practice, there- 
fore, the Reserve consists almost en- 
tirely of the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

The Officers’ Reserve Corps was es- 
tablished to provide the bulk of the com- 
missioned officers required in the units 
that would be raised in war to support 
the Regular Army and the National 
Guard. This corps is expected also to 
fill emergency vacancies in Regular 
Army tactical units and in the great 
number of overhead establishments re- 
quired during a mobilization. 

The aggregate strength of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps is not limited by legisla- 
tion. But its value is measured by the 
extent of its training. and this in turn 
is determined by availability of funds. 

Training of Reserves is accomplished 
under two general methods. ‘The first 
of these involves theoretical instruction 
through conferences, lectures, and cor- 
respondence courses; the second, practi- 
eal work during annual exercises in the 
field. Theoretical instruction involves 
only nominal cost to the Government 
except for the pay of Regular personnel, 
including some 460 officers, habitually as- 
signed to this duty. When undergoing 
training in the field, however, a Reserve 
officer receives the pay of his grade, and 
it is the availability of funds for this 
type of training that, in the end, de- 
termines the efficiency of the Reserve. 
For some years the War Department 
has advocated the active-duty training 





of 30,000 Reserve officers annually 
Since the aggregate requirements in 
serve officers total 120,000, the propo 
schedule would enable the War Depart 
ment, on the average, to give each 
serve officer 2 weeks’ active duty 1 y 
out of each 4. Up'to the fiscal year 1 
approximately 20,000 Reserve office 
annually received this practical trajp 
ing. In the 2 succeeding years, th 
figure was reduced to 12,000 and 16, 
respectively, but in the new Dill h 
been raised again to 20,000. Likewj 
the number of Reserve officers author 
ized to attend the general and speci 
service schools has been considerably 
raised over that allowed in 1934. 

Reserve Officers’ Training Corps.—Th¢ 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps was e. 
tablished as a logical feeder for the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. In the land. 
grant schools and colleges the law re! 
quires the institution to give military 
training in return for Federal aid re 
ceived. In other institutions this type 
of training is on a completely voluntary 
basis. 
officers, as well as a considerable nun. 
ber of enlisted men, are detailed to ip. 
structional work in these institutions, 

The results obtained fully justify the 
cost of this movement, and the War De 
partment has been most anxious to a¢ 
complish some expansion of the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. The 1936 ap 
propriations provide $1,000,000 addi- 
tional for the establishment of new units 
in qualified educational institutions. 
The bill again authorizes a_ 6-weeks’ 
period of active duty training to supple. 
ment the theoretical work of college 
courses. During the year 1934, this 
period was reduced to 30 days, but the 
results obtained were unsatisfactory 
from a training viewpoint. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps.— 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps were 
established to afford military training 
to those volunteers among American 
youth who were denied the privilege of 
attending college. The training is pro- 
gressive through four annual camps and 
a graduate of the complete course be 
comes eligible for a commission in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. However, this 
training is not lost upon those who do 
not pursue it to the end, since their 
value as prospective noncommissioned 
officers in a mobilization is greatly in- 
creased. 

The War Department has held for 
some years that a minimum of 37,50 
young men should be trained in these 
camps annually and has urged the de 
sirability of training as many as 50,000. 
In 1934 and 1985, the number that could 
be trained fell to about 14,000 or 15,000, 
but the new bill will permit 30,000 to 
attend the camps during the coming 
year. 

Weapons and equipment.—It is in- 
possible to establish an order of priority, 
based upon relative value or indispensa- 
bility, among the several factors that 
represent an army’s combat power. 
Strength discipline, patriotism, courage, 
and morale are essential, as are profe* 
sional skill, leadership, and _ mobility. 
None of these may be neglected without 
incurring risk of defeat whenever battle 
is joined. But even where an army bas 
attained proficiency in all these, it has 
still another vital need. This involves 
the quality and quantity of its weapons 
and equipment. 

The tools of ‘the soldier’s trade are 
diversified in type and many of thea 
complicated in design. Their character 
istics markedly influence an army* 
organization, mobility, tactical doctrine 
and technique of training. For example 
it is manifestly impossible to organi 
and train an army in methods applicable 
to machine guns if the only weapots 
available for use are antiquated muskets 
In the same way, an army cannot 
properly prepared to use and to cooper 
ate with modern fast-moving tanks ! 
it has nothing except the cumbersol 
types left over from the World pein 
Without modern weapons in ade 
amounts, an army cannot train iteait 
peace for their effective use in war. * 
even more compelling reason for yonert 
ing the excellence and adequacy of ™

tions is the vital need for them in emer- 
gency. Destruction is certain to be the 
portion of an army, no matter how ex- 
eellently it may be prepared in all other 
respects, at any moment it opposes on 
the battlefield an enemy its own equal 
in all other essential factors and 
markedly superior to it in munitions. 

The problem of sustaining efficiency 
jn munitions and in keeping them avail- 
able in the necessary quantity is a most 
difficult one. This difficulty is due both 
to the tendency of such matériel to grow 
obsolete and relatively useless, and to 


the continuous need for replacing items 
worn out or consumed in peace-time 
activities. In evolving a munitions pro- 


gram designed to meet the requirements 
of this problem, the War Department 
has applied the same principles that 
control other phases of military prepa- 
ration under the American system. That 
is, no attempt is made in time of peace 
to maintain, constantly and immediately 
available for emergency use, the vast 
quantities of supplies that would be 
needed in active operations. Instead, the 
plan comprehends the barest require- 
ments of peace-time preparation and de- 
pends for war supply upon the production 
of material after the beginning of an 
emergency. The time lag thus visual- 
ized between any declaration of war by 
Congress and the time that large-scale 
operations could begin corresponds to 
the delay that our defensive system en- 
tails in the raising and training of 
armies. 

Specifically, the program requires a 
continuous experimentation and develop- 
ment by technicians so as to assure that 
the pilot models of the American Army 
will be at least the equal in efficiency of 
those possessed by any other army. It 
requires also that these advanced models 
be procured in adequate amounts to 
permit the development of appropriate 
organization and tactics and to supply 
the covering forces required in the very 


early stages of an emergency. In addi- 
tion, there is carried on a continuous 


preparation in the field of munitions pro- 
curement so as to reduce the time for 
attaining quantity production after an 
emergency has been declared by Congress. 
This process, which by law is placed 
under the supervision of The Assistant 
Secretary of War, involves detailed sur- 
veys of America’s industrial capacity 
and every practicable prearrangement 
that will insure the availability of muni- 
tions by the time they are needed. 


To fall behind the schedule fixed by 
this modest program involves danger to 
the United States. Yet in the past 13 
years we have failed to make the neces- 
sary progress in that portion of the plan 
requiring peace-time procurement. 

In almost every category of munitions, 
the types with which the American 
Army is supplied were produced during 
or prior to the World War. Since that 
time experimentation has produced 
models of greatly increased efficiency, 
but with one or two exceptions none of 
these have been procured in usable quan- 
tities during the past 13 years. 

We emerged from the World War with 
Some 4,000 pieces of light field artillery. 
These were of the model known as the 
French 75 mm.” This was a splendid 
gun but it is not to be compared with 
pilot models since developed in our 
Army. The newer weapon has greatly 
increased flexibility of fire, longer range, 
and is not subject to damage when 
faveling at high speeds, whereas the 
older gun could not be towed at a 
steater speed than 7 or 8 miles per 
hour. In other classes of artillery, 
‘qually striking improvements have been 
made in experimental equipment,

ch has a greatly increased rate of

rtar has been so greatly improved that 
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by comparison the one of the World 
War period is almost useless. 

Ammunition has likewise been steadily 
improved in quality since 1918. Latest 
types of small arms ammunition have al- 
most doubled the range of similar World 
War calibers and tremendous advances 
have been made in the production of 
armor-piercing bullets. While in this 
class of supply yearly procurement has 
been in the most improved types avail- 
able, the amounts authorized have been 
so inadequate that the result has been 
a constant diminution of stocks held in 
war reserve. The inadequacy of our 
available ammunition, in all essential 
calibers, is at this moment a matter for 
serious concern, 

Until the end of 1934, the Army's 
motor equipment was largely that left 
over from the World War. In general, 
the trucks and motors employed by the 
Army are commercial types and the un- 
suitability of the 1918 models as com- 
pared to ‘those of the present day is a 
matter of common knowledge. Moreover, 
the development of good roads and the 
increased efficiency of the motor have 
unmistakably indicated the wisdom of a 
major substitution of motors for animal- 
drawn transportation. Such a substitu- 
tion has been very greatly handicapped 
in our Army due to the lack of funds 
to make the change. 

The story with respect to tanks, com- 
bat cars, and other types of armored 
vehicles is a similar one. We have de- 
veloped models in this type of weapon 
which are beyond doubt the equal and 
in some respects probably superior to 
any others in the world. Opportunity 
to obtain them in quantity was for many 
years almost completely denied and the 
end of 1934 still found us equipped with 
the unreliable, undernowered, and ineffi- 
cient models of World War design. 

The same observations apply to nearly 
every other type of equipment such as 
engineering matériel, radios, and other 


communication equipment and = gas 
appliances. 
With respect to airplanes, deterio- 


ration in quality has not been so notice- 
able due to the relatively short life of 
this class of matériel. Frequent replace- 
ment having been necessary, the Air 
Corps has spared no effort to see that 
each new increment of airplane equip- 
ment has been of the highest efficiency 
then obtainable. 

The seriousness of this general situa- 
tion has been repeatedly emphasized in 
official reports and in annual recom- 
mendations to Congress. Until 1934, little 
relief was obtained and while experi- 
mentation was continued to assure the 


development of efficient pilot models the | 


quantities made available for current 
training and for initial emergency use 
were, in most instances, negligible. 

Within the past 2 years this situation 
has been markedly improved. With $10,- 
000,000 made available by the Public 
Works Administration, there have been 
purchased numbers of motor vehicles for 
accomplishing a partial motorization in 
both the Regular Army and the National 
Guard. From the same source $6,000,000 
was obtained to apply to our needs in 
ammunition and $7,500,000 for the pro- 
curement of airplanes. 

All funds allocated to the War De- 
partment by the Public Works Adminis- 
tration were primarily for the purpose 
of providing work relief, and the projects 
for which they could be spent were de- 
termined in detail by officials of that 
Administration. While in every case they 
have been applied to existing defficien- 
cies, they have not always been allotted 
in strict accord with the Army’s most 
critical needs. In all some $100,000,000, 
of which about $32,000,000 was allowed 
for strictly military purposes as dis- 
tinguished from construction, has been 
received from the Public Works Ad- 
ministration. Could the expenditure of 
the entire sum have been controlled ex- 
clusively by the importance of the 
Army’s requirements an even greater de- 
gree of improvement would have been 
realized. 

With funds provided in appropriations 
since 1934, we have initiated a procure- 
ment program in modern tanks and com- 
bat cars, of which 78 are now in pro- 
duction and 69 are provided in the 








current bill. A total of 3,340 of the new 
semiautomatic rifle has been authorized. 
Somewhat increased sums have been de- 
voted also to the procurement of new 
artillery, both field and anti-aircraft, as 
well as for Infantry mortars and other 
miscellanéous equipment. For Air Corps 
purposes, exclusive of pay and other 
major items financed out of other funds, 
the 1936 bill allotted over $45,000,000, 
an increase of almost 66 per cent over 
the previous year’s authorization. 

Obviously, the sum total of the incre- 
ments so far authorized does not make 
good the deterioration of the past 138 
years, These authorizations are im- 
portant, however, and insure some im- 
mediate improvement in our munitions 
situation. Moreover, it is quite evident 
that Congress has become alive to the 
necessity of pursuing a reasonable pro- 
gram of munitions rehabilitation. 

Wiscellaneous improvements.—In many 
other directions, advances of varying 
importance have been recently author- 
ized in the Army. The national rifle and 
pistol matches, for which no funds have 
been appropriated during the past sev- 
eral years, have been restored. There 
is now going on a considerable construc- 
tion of barracks and quarters and of 
storage and other facilities out of funds 
provided by the Public Works Adminis- 
tration. Much of this work has already 
been completed. The amount allotted for 
this purpose was about $68,000,000, and 
application of this sum to the Army’s 
construction needs has resulted in vast 
improvements both in efficiency and in 
morale and in a reduction of upkeep 
costs. While there must still remain in 
use many of the dilapidated structures 
that the Army has been occupying ever 
since the World War, a large portion 
of them have been replaced by modern 
buildings. 

More than $2,200,000, also secured 
from the Public Works Administration, 
has been devoted to the construction, 
improvement, and repair of National 
Guard camps. With some $6,000,000 ob- 





tained from Public Works, a partial re- 
habilitation of essential coast defenses 
is being accomplished. Finally, and of 
great importance, Congress has set up 
funds for the specific purpose of con- 
ducting combined field maneuvers on a 
moderate scale. The need for this kind 
of training has been acute and has ex- 
isted ever since the World War. Its 
initiation is further evidence that the 
purpose of Congress is to insure satis- 
factory efficiency throughout the Army 
of the United States.

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Fourth Army Critique 
(Continued from First Page) 
rapid advance. This movement was 
effectually restrained by our covering 
forces, the 3d and 96th Divisions. In 
addition our 3d Air Division gained air 
supremacy, wrecked his bases and sank 
several of his transports. We constricted 
his space for maneuver; the terrain 
forced him upon a limited number of 
rads and into narrow defiles in which 
our artillery must have crushed his 
transport and rained death upon his 
engested columns. His position was 
aggravated because he had no civilian 
jabor available to build trails and to im- 
provise alternative routes; he paid for 
this in staggering casuaity lists. 

“Gray’s Harbor naturally became the 
eemy’s principal base. It was manifest 
that one attack should be so directed as 
to bring Aberdeen and the harbor under 
artillery fire as soon as possible and 
make landings difficult or impossible. 
This became our mission. 

“On his side the enemy decided to 
dive through with his main force 
toward Centralia and Chehalis, ruptur- 
our main line of communications. 
This entailed weakening his left against 
which we struck our main blow. Our 
Ninth Corps, under General Conrad, bore 
the brunt of this attack along the 40th 
ad 4lst Divisions, ultimately rein- 
forced by the 96th Division. Nothing 
but a complete breakthrough here, 
jeopardizing the security of our whole 
force would justify the Army Com- 
mander in departing from his mission 
and the Ninth Corps successfully with- 
stood the attack. 

“You have heard comments in detail 
m the various phases of the problem. 
It remains to me merely to point out 
sme of the lessons which may be de- 
tived from this exercise.

“The densely wooded terrain over 
which we have just fought made special 
arrangements necessary to insure the 
flow of supplies and ammunition.

Yet a glimpse of the future was afforded 
us by the installation, through courtesy 
of the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Co., of a page teletype which connected 
Army, Seventh Corps and 7th Division 
and permitted of the simultaneous 
transmission of orders and information 
at a rate of 25 words per minute when 
handled by green personnel. Here is 
certainly an omen of how precious time 
may be saved in the future and at the 
same time a challenge to the coming 
generations of signal officers. 

“The Air Force demonstrated conclu- 
sively that when ageressively employed 
against a landing force it becomes a 
decisive factor. Action of both the Blue 
and Maroon aviation showed the neces- 
sity of dispersion of aircraft when on 
the ground. When not in flight, forma- 
tions and planes should be scattered like 
quail. 

“Tn conclusion let me congratulate the 
commanders and staffs on their high 
efficiency, General Bundel and his staff 
of umpires on their splendid organiza- 
tion and the painstaking fairness of their 
decisions, the officers of the Navy and 
Marine Corps who have been present in 
observation and the personnel of Fort 
Lewis, commissioned and enlisted, who 
have rendered us such splendid and en- 
thusiastic assistance.”

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CCC Activities 

The number of Civilian Conservation 
Corps enrollees engaged in the federal 
campaign against soil erosion has almost 
doubled in the past two months, accord- 
ing to figures released by Robert Fech- 
ner, Director of Emergency Conservation 
Work. 

More than 88,000 CCC enrollees are 
actually at work in the 442 camps now 
operating under the Soil Conservation 
Service, as compared to a total of 46,000 
on July 19. 

What this expanded program will 
mean to erosion control plans was out- 
lined in estimates submitted to Fechner 
by H. H. Bennett, Chief of the Soil 
Conservation Service. The outline covers 
proposed activities of the CCC camps 
under supervision of the Service, and is 
based on preliminary surveys of the lo- 
calities recently selected as camp sites. 
Estimates may be altered slightly follow- 
ing more detailed surveys as work pro- 
gresses, Bennett said. 

“The camps under the Soil Conserva- 
tion Service expect to treat, in the next 
twelve months, more than 6,000,900 acres 
of farm lands now suffering soil losses 
from water or wind erosion, or both,” 
Bennett stated.

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Legion’s Defense Program 

The report of the American Legion's 
Committee on National Defense was 
adopted unanimously at the Legion's con- 
vention in St. Louis, Mo. The com- 
mittee was under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Thomas H. Healy. 

The recommendations of the 
are us follows: 

“The American Legion has repeatedly 
advocated national defense adequate to 
enable us to be strong enough to stay 
at peace and simultaneously give us a 
reasonable chance to protect ourselves 
in case others force war upon us. 

“After many years of continued and 
dangerous neglect, legislation has finally 
been obtained during the past few 
months which goes far toward achieving 
this objective. This legislation carries 
out substantially every major national 
defense recommendation made by the 
American Legion at its iast National 
Convention. The Legion notes with 
satisfaction that the soundness of its 
recommendations has finally been real- 
ized in a practical way and it expresses 
its commendation and appreciation to 
that vast number of our fellow citizens, 
official and non-official, who have been 
instrumental in obtaining by far the 
most successful national defense legisla- 


report 


tion since the American Legion was 
founded. It recommends that this 
splendid recent progress be retained, 


consolidated and expanded to its logical 
and reasonable conclusions. 

“With this in view, it repeats its 
previous recommendations, with neces- 
sary additions and modifications, as 
follows: 

ARMY 

“(1) The Regular Army: 165,000 en- 
listed men, 14,000 officers, and enlisted 
reserves us recommended by the general 
staff. 

“(2) The National Guard: 210,000 
enlisted men with proportionate officers ; 
48 paid weekly drills, and fifteen days 
annual field training. 





“(3) The Reserve Corps: 120,000 
officers, with two weeks annual training 
for 30,000. 

“(4) R. O. T. C.: R. O. T. C. in each 
qualified school and college desiring it, 
with retention of 
camps for advance students. We oppose 
any and all attacks (state or federal) 
which seek to undermine this very 
essential component of our National De- 
fense. 

“(5) ©. M. T. C.: Citizens Military 
Training Camps for one month for 50,- 
000 youths per year. 


“(6) Continuation of the National 
Rifle Matches. 

“(7) Adequate peace time supplies 
and planning for procurement in time of 
emergency. 

“(8) The modernization of our en- 


tire military establishment with appro- 
priate motorization and mechanization. 
NAVY 

“(1) Continuance of the program to 
obtain as rapidly as possible a Treaty 
Navy and men to man it, 

“(2) An adequate Naval Reserve in 
accordance with the specific require- 
ments of the Navy. We recommend a 
minimum Naval, Marine and Merchant 
Marine Reserve personnel of 92,000 en- 
listed men and 17,000 officers. 

“(3) For the Naval and Marine Corps 
Reserve funds to provide’ forty-eight 
paid drills and fifteen days of active 
training each year. 


“(4) New Naval Reserve training 
ships to replace obsolete ones. 

“(5) Adequate government support 
should be furnished immediately to that 
essential Naval Auxiliary—The Ameri- 
ean Merchant Marine—to bring it up 
from its present dangerously inferior 


position to a fleet of modern fast ships 
adequate in numbers and tonnage and 
of suitable types to meet the national 
defense as well as commercial require- 
ments of the country. There should be 
immediate legislation to provide modern 
replacements of our present

AIR FORCES 

“(1) We recommend that sufficient 
funds be made available to carry on the 
preexisting services of the Bureau of 
Air Commerce, 

“(2)) The American Legion is opposed 
to the consolidation of the Air Service 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, 
within a single department for National 
Defense. 

“(3) We especially recommend an 
udequate air defense of the Coasts and 
possessions of the United States. 

“(4) We recommend appropriation 
by Congress of sufficint funds to provide 
adequate flying hours for Air Officers of 
all Reserve Components. 


“(5) We commend the recent activity 
of the Bureau of Air Commerce in estab- 
lishing blind landing fields and other 


tactical bases, and we recommend that 
this work be continued.

Military Surgeons Meet 
The Association of Military Surgeons 


opened its annual convention October 
3 in New York City. 

The Presidential Address was de 
livered by Capt. Win. Seaman Baip 
bridge, Médical Corps-Fleet, United 
States Naval Reserve. He gave a_ brief 
survey of military medicine, starting 


with prehistorie man, and the develop 
ment and organization of armies through 
the years, with the gradual evolution of 
military surgeons among the ancient 
Egyptians, Babylonians, Hebrews, Hin. 
dus, Greeks, Romans, Mohuammedans 
down to the present day. 

“Military surgeons.” he said, “are 
united in war and in peace for the pra 
tical purpose of cooperation in alleviat 
ing suffering. in saving life and limb 
and in keeping the man power of. the 


Nation fit for any necessary national 
emergency and continuing as economic 


and social factors.” 

IIe then described the 
Congress of Military Medicine and 
Pharmacy, which has as its motive a 
“new way of writing the medical history 
of the zreatest clinie the world has ever 
known—the World War.” Since = 1921 
when it was inaugurated under the 
patronage of Queen Elizabeth and the 
late King Albert of the Belgians, the 
Congress has met every other year i 
Muropean capitals, in an effort “to col 
lect. codify, and standardize the lessons 
of the World War in medicine, surgery 
and sanitation, so that they ean be in 
available form for reference not only tn 
the event of futnre conflict between 1 
tions, but in) peacetime warfare whid 
is waged day by day in all countries, at 
on land, in the air, in mines and 
factories, with man made machiner 
explosives and the elements.” As mani 
us forty-eight nations have sent repre 
sentatives to these Congresses, the in 
portance of which is stendilv growing 
It is under the managing directorshij 
of a Permanent Committee. One of its 
many efforts, and which has the support 
of the International Red Cross, is a plat 
drawn up by ao Medico-legal Commis 
sion of the Congress, at the Palace of 
Prince Louis II, of the Principality of 
Monaco—called the Paet of Monaco, m 
der the following headings:
